GRANITE CITY — Action will 
be taken not to renew a fran- 
chise agreement with Cencom 
Cable Associates Inc. 

The City Council on Tuesday 
approved a suggestion by 3rd 
Ward Alderman Brett Hanke 
instructing City Attorney Mark 
Goldenberg to begin proceedings 
not to renew the franchise. 

A hearing process, Hanke 
said, must be started by the city 
between 30 and 36 months before 
franchise expires. Hanke said he 
doesn’t know when the franchise 
agreement expires. 

‘The purpose of the proceed- 
ings would be to identify future 
cable-related community needs 
and interests and to review Cen- 
com’s performance under the 
franc! , according to the Cable 
Communications Policy Act of 
1984.

When the proceeding is com-

A tale of two cities ©

MADISON — A building sit- 
ting on the middle of the bound- 
ary line of Madison and Granite 
City created a heated discussion 
at the Madison City Council 
meeting Tuesday. = 

Mike Antonovich, owner of the 
business on the corner at 1401- 
1403 Madison Ave., questioned 
the council. about’ which city 
should get his taxes. Granite 
City has a 7 percent sales tax 
and Madison sales tax is 6% per- 
cent. 

Antonovich owns and operates 
the Madison Garden Shop on the 
corner of 1349 Madison Ave., 
which is in Madison, and uses 
the other building as a ware- 
house and sells bulk garden 
supplies. 

Both cities are aware the 
building is straddling the boun- 
dry line, since a tavern operated 
there for many years. The 


immediate answer was the loca- 
tion of the cash register in the 
building. If it is on the .side of 
Madison he would send tax mon- 
ies there but if the register is on 
the other side of the building he 
would be obligated to send taxes 
to Granite City. 

Frustrated by his situation, 
Antonovich said he wrote a let- 
ter to Mayor Von Dee Cruse and 
Mayor John Bellcoff arid wants 
both men to study the situation 
and clarify to which town he is 
responsible. 

Bellcoff said he will try to set 
uP a meeting with tax assessors 
of both cities and Cruse to arrive 
at a solution.
